Hadassah Sends $25,000

NEW YORK. — A nationwide 
emergency campaign to _ raise 
funds for the transfer to Pales- 
tine of Jewish children, many of 
whom have been separated from 
their parents during the repris- 
als against Jews in Germany, 
has been launched by Hadassah. 
More than $25,000, enough to 
care for some 70 refugee chil- 
dren already holding certificates 
for Palestine, was sent to Jeru- 
salem by Hadassah as an Initial 
contribution.

JERUSALEM. — The Palestine 
Government has granted, 2,000 im- 
igration certificates for students 
who will be registered at various 
institutions, it was learned. The 
Jewish National Council, after con- 
sultation with Jewish communities 
and institutions, decided that 5,000 
German Jewish children could be 
absorbed here. The council adopt- 
ed a resolution calling on Jewish 
communities to enroll families for 
adoption of refugee children, 


Sees Room For 10,000 

LONDON. — Dr. Katznelson, of 
the Palestine Jewish National Coun- 
cil, now visiting London, declared 
in Comment on the Jerusalem mes- 
sage: “If the British Government 
will grant the necessary permis- 
sion, 10,000 Jewish children from 
Nazi Germany will be placed in 
children’s agricultural settlements, 
farms and private homes. The full 
cost of transport, maintenance, ed- 
ucation and vocational training 
would be borne by the Palestine 
Jewish Community and Jews 
throughout the world. Jewish im- 
migration experts say that some 
40,000 refugees can be settled in 
Palestine in six mopths — 10,000 
children up to the age of 14, 5,000 
from 14 to 17, 7,500 from 18 to 
35, 10,000 young men and women 
now in training centers in central. 
and Eastern Europe, and 7,000 rel- 
atives of German Jews in Pales- 
tine. Such immigration to Pales- 
tine would be possible if the Brit- 
ish Government were willing to re- 
lax its restrictions in view of the 
present urgent need.”

PRAHA. — The new Czechoslo- 
vak “National Party” organized 
through a merger of five groups in 
the Government’s parliamentary 
majority broadcast a program for 
converting the nation into an “au- 
thoritarian democracy” pledged to 
mold a new State from what re- 
mains of Czechoslovakia after its 
recent partition. The program in- 
cludes promise of rapid solution 
of the “question of emigration, par- 
ticularly Jewish emigration.”

They were engaged 
by the American Journalists’ De- 
fense Committee. 

In Washington it was said that 
Attorney General Homer Cum- 
mings may be the lawyer sent to 
Paris by Mrs. Thompson’s commit- 
tee. Cummings, who retires from 
the Cabinet in January, first at- 
tracted public attention as a prose- 
cuting attorney when he reopened 
the case of a young Jew accused 
of killing a priest and sensationally 
revealed the man’s innocence. 


Milan Cardinal 
Flays Duce Policy

U. S. Jewry Held 
. Ready To Help In 
New Colony Plan

NEW YORK.—Despite the fact 
that no definite plans have as yet 
been made public in connection 
with the new colonization efforts 
for Jewish refugees, American Jew- 
ry is already discussing the part 
the Jewish community of this na- 
tion will play in the success of the 
world-wide effort. 

Although it is known that U. S. 
will be expected to contribute huge 
sums for the operation of the plan, 
nowhere has there been an indica- 
tion of anything except the highest 
spirit of co-operation. The largest 
sums ever raised by U. S. Jewry 
were amassed after the war, but 
even these high figures are consid- 
ered insignificant in the face of 
what will be needed in the near 
future. 

One Jewish leader, who asked 
that he not be quoted, pointed out 
that the $5,000 givers of the past 
will probably donate $25.000, $30,000 
and perhaps $50,000. He also de- 
clared that heretofore most of the 
contributions have come from in- 
come, but that now probably Jews 
will give from their principal. 

Leaders here feel that despite 
the size of the task, raising the 
money through whatever means 
are determined upon will be com- 
paratively easy. Jews of the Uni- 
ted States, realize now, it is felt, 
exactly how serious is the world 
situation, and are ready to do all 
possible to help the persecuted 
everywhere. 





Canadian Jews Ready 

OTTAWA.— A Jewish group is 
prepared to sponsor and finance 
immigration of refugees to Canada 
provided the Governorment admits 
them, it was learned here. A Gov- 
ernment spokesman told the J.T.A,

Leaders of the Indianapolis 
Zionist District interview Thursday 
night at the Beth El Dance at the 
Claypool Hotel hailed England’s 
reaffirmation of the Balfour Dec- 
laration in Parliament Thursday. 

Daniel Frisch, an intimate friend 
of Rabbi Solomon Goldman, pres- 
ident of the Z. O. A., and one of 
the leading Zionists in the mid- 
dle west, said that the announce- 
ment meant that from 30 to 40 
thousand Jews per year would 
probably be able to emigrate to 
Palestine, depending upon the 
ability of the Holy Land to ab- 
sorb them.

LITR’Y NOTE: Bill Ziff, all poetry aside, has written a 
truly provocative volume in “The Rape of Palestine,” (Long- 
mans, Green) and one that will give any thoughtful reader a 
stimulating evening. ...

We're 
of the opinion that these all-star 
selections are the real all-American 
hoax and that such selections stand 
unchallenged as the most goofy 
manifestation of football madness 
that sweeps this country every 
year. 

A Jewish all-American football 
team serves no purpose. Many of 
the boys chosen on such aggrega- 
tions usually make one or more of 
the many all-star teams chosen 
throughout the country. The con- 
fusion at the end of the season, of 
course, is inevitable with all-Amer- 
ican boards springing up in each 
newspaper plant in the country. 
Choosing eleven Jewish boys out 
of the more than fifteen hundred 
Hebrew lads who are playing foot- 
ball in American colleges and uni- 
versities this year and arbitrarily 
declaring that these eleven are the 
best Jewish ball players in the land 
is an almost impossible task. 

A man at City College plays with 
the same heart, zest, will-to-win 
and sportsmanship as the man at 
Notre Dame and the same holds 
true for Trinity, New Hampshire, 
Maine and North Dakota, as it does 
for Navy, Michigan, Columbia, 
Pittsburgh, St. Mary and Tulane. 
And when there are great ball play- 
ers—great Jewish ball players ev- 
erywhere—it is an Herculean task 
to say “This man makes the team.” 


Material Available 


Don’t think for a moment that 
there isn’t sufficient gridiron ma- 
terial this year to.round out what 
we normally would designate as 
“the most formidable team in the 
country.” From end to end and 
from signal caller to tail back 
there are Jewish football players 
at least five deep who are clamor- 
ing for bids on such a Jewish all- 
star aggregation.

FOR OUR READERS! 
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The Editor’s Chair, 

Now I don’t like Philip Slomo- 
vitz, editor of The Detroit Jewish 
Chronicle, because he doesn’t like 
me, but I must concede that he is 
one Anglo-Jewish editor that has 
won the entiré respect, admiration 
and love of the Jews of his com- 
munity. 

I met Mrs. Joseph Ehrlich, first 
vice-president of national Hadas- 
sah, recently, and she took pains 
to impress on me what a fine, in- 
dustrious and upright editor Mr. 
Slomovitz was. That was in Lou- 
isville. Then not more than several 
weeks later, Simon Shetzer, presi- 
dent of the Detroit Jewish Com- 
munity, in Indianapolis told the 
annual meeting of The Jewish Wel- 
fare Fund and the Jewish Commun.- 
ity Center Association, how Mr. 
Slomovitz and his paper had been 
delegated to answer the unfound- 
ed lies of the Proctocol, which 
Father Coughlins’ paper, Social 
Justice, reprinted. 

These are only recent instances 
of the respect in which Mr. Slomo- 
vitz is held by even the leaders of 
Detroit Jewry. Notice I said even 
the leaders. In most cities, a cer- 
tain section of the Jewish commun- 
ity supports and lauds its local 
Jewish publication, while the lead- 
ing group usually tolerates, but 
rarely actively supports its own 
paper. But in Detroit the entire 
community, ieaders and followers 
alike, read, support, and praise 
The Chronicle. 

Mr. Slomovitz and his paper 
have long been leaders in the An- 
glo-Jewish press. Full, daily-paper 
size, The Chronicle is often six- 
teen pages large, and always cov- 
ers happenings of local and nation- 
al import fairly and completely. 
The Chronicle’s editorials are quo- 
ted as often as that of any other 
Anglo-Jewish publication, and its 
feature articles are often reprint- 
ed and syndicated. 

I wish my community would ac- 
cord this paper the same respect 
as Detroit accords The Chronicle. 
Yes, I know the answer. This paper 
must first earn that respect. Be 
that as it may, Mr. Slomovitz and 
The Chronicle offer a good exam- 
ple of community respect and co- 
operation.

The Nazi Pogrom Not The Real Headlines 


| ESPITE the Nazi death sentence’s front-page 

headlines in the newspapers, History will 
write headlines of her own, headlines not on the 
death-rattle of a once proud Jewish community, 
but on the birth pangs of terror-born new Jew- 
ish localities. 

History writes in blood-red ink of the Spanish 
Inquisition, in black of the decadence of Spanish 
civilization and might. But the story of the en- 
lightenment, industry and intelligence spread 
throughout Europe by the victim’s of Ferdinand 
and Isabella’s unforgiveable cold-bloodedness, is 
the story of advancement and progress written 
in the brightest lines of the rainbow. 

In South America, in Africa, in Palestine, 
wherever the World Powers decide to plant 
German Jews and Jews of other stricken com- 
munities, Jewish civilization, Jewish ingenuity, 
and intelligence, will rear centers of a new Civ- 
ilization. In the dispersing of persecuted Jews 
throughout the world, is being carried out the 
same grafting process that characterized the im- 
migration to the United States. Men and women 
and children charged with the unleashed desire 
to build new homes in a wilderness, to create 


out of jungle and forest a glowing civilization 
founded upon liberty, of belief and action, will 
trod the hard road of the pioneer. 


Just as the stupidity of eighteenth and nine- 
teenth century kings populated the western hem- 
isphere with the .strongest and most forceful 
characters of their nations, so the Nazis and their 
imitators will people backward parts of the world 
today. Courageous Jews, persecuted Jews, Jews 
prepared by grief to face hardships and handi- 
caps, will repeat the age-old story of rebuilding 
their shattered lives. ; 


That these centers will become the stronger 
parts of world Jewry, is a historical conclusion. 
The story has been re-told in Spain, in Holland, 
in Poland, in German, in France, and in the 
United States. Great centers of Jewish learn- 
ing, important Jewish communities, world-famous 
Jewish leaders, these our children and our chil- 
dren’s children will find in a Madagascar, a Tan- 
ganyika, or a British Guiana. 

Yes, history will write her own headlines, just 
as now she_-is dipping her pen in blood to write 
the newest chapter to the story of the Jews. 


Protest Services Crowded 


~HE crowded synagogues that greeted wor- 
shippers who attended protest services last 
week-end, must have been a revelation to cynics 


who for the past few years have discounted re- 
ligion as a present-day social force in Jewish

Some of the younger of us, unfamiliar 
with the broad social program of the prophets, 
have turned to social ideals for their messiah, 
not knowing that in their own religion may be 
found these same concepts for social justice, for 
freedom, for equality, for the brotherhood of man,

What I 
mean is, I’m wondering if it wouldn’t be possible 
for us to keep on being Jews, and still not be 
the Chosen People.

hold of the Jew, unaware of their action, though 
they may be. 

We must align ourselves with the forces of 
democracy, with the ranks of the progressives, 
the Jewish lay leader cries out today.

If You would choose some 
Goyim for a change, we could probably get some 
things done in this cockeyed world. And when 
I say Goyim, I don’t mean just Schwarza, either. 
They’ve got it tough enough now. 

Such a moral might give Einstein a chance 
to work out something in science. Furthermore, 
it might stop Ludwig Lewisohn from writing 
about the Jewish problem. Ludwig is a brilliant 
writer, but we all have begun to wish he would 
find himself a new theme song.
